The returns showed that the Union­ 
ists had regained St. Helens from the 
Laborites.

IN 
ECCLESIASTICAL 
LAW 


Changes as Promulgated by the Pope 
Announced. 


New York, Dec. 7. 
Changes In the 
ecclesiastical law of the Roman Cath­ 
olic church, as promulgated by Pope 
Plus X., were announced to the clergy 
of the archdiocese of New York at 
the triennial synod held at St. Pat­ 
rick’s 
cathedral. 
More 
than 
GOO 
priests attended. 
The most important decree Is the 
“ maxima cura,” decided upon by the 
consistorial 
congregation 
at 
Rome, 
which takes from the bishop or arch­ 
bishop of a diocese or archdiocese re­ 
spectively t he power to remove a pas­ 
tor. 
Hereafter the power of removal 
w ill rest with the “ de amotlone paro- 
chl,” which consists of six priests be­ 
sides the archbishop. 
Nine reasons for the removal of a 
pastor have been decided upon by the 
consistorial congregation at Rome. As 
announced they are: 
Perpetual lnsan-1 
ity; 
such unfitness or ignorance as 
renders him incapable of performing 
his 
duties; 
permanent 
physical 
or 
mental infirm ities; the anim osity of 
the people when it renders his work 
useless and is likely to continue: loss 
of reputation; a hidden crim e; had ad­ 
m inistration; gross neglect and con­ 
tinued after warnings and disobedi­ 
ence to the bishop, lf continued after 
one or two warnings. 
Another change announced in the 
canon laws of the church is that per­ 
taining to the age at which children 
may receive first 
holy 
communion. 
Heretofore it 
has been the custom 
among priests in the English speaking 
countries not to administer the sacra­ 
ment unless a child is between the 
ages of ten and twelve. 
Tho decree 
issued by Pope Plus makes it impera­ 
tive for priests the world over to pre­ 
pare children so that they may receive 
the first sacrament upon attaining the 
age of reason, which is seven, and in 
some cases six.

We 
had a peddler license before that was 
of no benefit. 
Peddling of meats is 
carried on every day. 
We have no 
objections to tile farmers doing this, 
in t we do object to the peddlers buy 
mg from the same customers that the 
Hitchers do and then selling without 
a license.

one 
inspects 
these 
peddler wagons to see if they are 
sanitary. 
“ We ha\e a state law covering 
st nitary conditions, a health law and 
ti local board of health to enforce 
st! nit ary laws. 
We would pay our 
license, but you should also license 
,fhe grocery stores and the peddlers.” 
“ The question regarding the ped­ 
dlers is a serious one for we have 
peddlers even from outside counties 
st liing meats in the city of Brainerd.

is hard to get a conviction against 
ti peddler.
